Mftville E. Stone Tells How the 


Censorship Was Removed. 


PBI7ATE AUDIENCE WITH THE OZAE 


Meholtifl IT. Considered tbe Subject 


Thoroughly, Freely DlNCUMKlugr All 
Poimible Objections, and After a 
Brief Delay Mr. Stone Wu« Inform- 
ed That All of His SufCBCHlions Had 
Been Approved and the Censorship 
Abolished Forever. 


Melville E. Stone, general manager 


of the Associated Press, in an inter- 
view in tfie Chicago Post tlrus speaks 
of his work in St. Petersburg in secur- 
ing the removal of the Russian censor- 
ship from American press dispatches: 


"An early audience with Count Lams- 


dorff, the Russian minister of foreign 
affairs, was arranged, and, while he 
was most cordial; he said the whole 
matter belonged in the department of 
M. Plehve, the minister of the interior. 
'I am acquainted with your wishes,' 
said Count Lamsdorff, 'and you may 
trust uie to do. anything in my power 
to furthen the matter. Only yesterday 
I forwarded the report of our agent 
upon his interview with you to Minis- 
ter Plehve, -with my earnest recom- 
mendation that we meet your views.' 
Of course, -this was encoui aging, but 
when I 'had talked with M. Plehve I 
was less confident. He was courteous, 
but he is a man having upon his shoul- 
ders the entire responsibility for the 
internal order of the empire, and be- 
fore takihg any radical steps he must 
look carefully into the business. So 
about all he could say was that he 
would take the matter under advise- 
ment and see what could be done. 


"I asked four things: 
"First—A press rate. 
"Second.—Precedence for our tele- 


grams. 


"Third.—An 'open door,' so far as the 


government offices were concerned, So 
that our correspondents would be wel- 
comed and given the news. 


"Fourth.—The abolition of the cen- 


sorship so far as it applied to us. 


"M. Plehve suggested that I see M. 


Dournovo, the minister of telegraphs, 
and Tie arranged 'the interview. As a 
result the first two of my suggestions 
were granted immediately. 
M. Dour- 


novo said he was powerless to stop a 
government telegram for us, as is done 
in France, but he gave an order that 
our dispatches should follow govern- 
ment telegrams and precede all others. 
And he assured me that under all or- 
dinary conditions this meant that we 
could be sure of receiving a news dis- 
patch from Port Arthur or Vladivostok 
over the 'Transsiberian lines within an 
hour. I am happy to say that his judg- 
ment has been fully borne' out in ex- 
perience. 
' "Then, ^without solicitation on rny 
part or that of Mr. McCormick, our. am- 
bassador, 'I was 'commanded' to a 
private audience of the emperor at the 
Winter palace. This lasted about an 
hour. The emperor went into the sub- 
ject with great earnestness, asking 
many questions and discussing freely 
all possible objections. My wishes as 
to rates and precedence having already 
been met by Minister Plehve, there 
only remained for consideration some 
arrangement for enabling us to get the 
news and the abolition of the censor- 
ship.. I was very promptly assured 
that directions would be given to all 
of the ministries, • the war and navy 
departments, the foreign office, etc., 
to welcome our men and to give them 
all of the information possible. 


"And as" to the censorship—which, 


after all, was the vital thing—under 
the then existing order a correspond- 
ent, after the most soul trying labor to 
secure a .piece of news, was forced to 
drive two miles to the censor's hons? 
to have the stamp of authorization 
affixed and thence another two miles 
to the telegraph office. It frequently 
happened that tbe censor was not at 
his house, as he had other government 
duties to perform, and quite likely he 
•was in bed and asleep and could not 
be reached between midnight and 8 
o'clock in the morning, the very hours 
that, owing to the seven hours' differ- 
ence in time, were most important for 
tbe morning papers of the United 
States. Then. too. although Mr. Lam- 
scott, the, responsible censor,, was a 


most InU'lligenT mid most obliging per- 
son, ho was lit best a subaltern, who 
must always be mindful of the criti- 
cisms that would follow any error of 
judgment hv might be guilty of. It 
wus, therefore, only natural that he 
fjhould refuse to puss anything which 
any one above him iu authority might, 
by any possibility, construe as doubt- 
ful. 
Without any disposition on h! 


part to be ungenerous, his duty b 
came, out of the very necessities of tl 
case, one of suppression rather tha 
censorship. 


"I submitted these facts to the em 


pcror and urged that, notwithstand- 
ing adl of this effort, the censorship 
was not alone ineffective, but really 
hurtful to Russia. It was iueffective 
for the reason that no power could 
prevent a correspondent from writing 
whatever he chose and sending it 
across the border to a German tele- 
graph office, whence it would go in 
full. 
The most, therefore, that the 


Kussiau censorship on dispatches go- 
ing to foreign countries did was to de- 
lay them twelve or fifteen hours and 
to vex and anger the correspondents. 
But. I pleaded, these were not the 
only conseqiiences of the censorship. 
Since these obstacles were put in the 
way of sending the truth out of Rus- 
sia there had grown up a regular traf- 
fic in the business of supplying the 
press of tbe world with false news 
about Russia. There are men in Vlen- 
La, Berlin and London who make a liv- 
ing by inventing stories about Russia. 
If, I said, we we*«. free to send the 
truth promptly, no self respecting pa- 
per would-think of printing these Vi- 
ennese and L'ondonese fabrications. 
Finally I suggested that as long as tho 
censorship lasted telegrams from St. 
Petersburg passed by the censor took 
on an official aspect and passed cur- 
rent throughout the world for much 
more authority than they were really 
entitled to. 


"The emperor asked how long I pur- 


posed remaining in St. Petersburg and 
said that if I would wait a week he 
.would undertake to do all of the things 
I asked, fie. said tQat all they wanted 
was that the truth be told, and he be- 
lieved there was more certainty of se- 
curing such an end by the plans I had 
outlined. 
Mr. William T. Stead- had 


been there a year before trying to ac- 
complish the same thing, but I am 
afraid he was not very tactful about it. 


"The same evening I" attended 'the 


great "court ball^ 'and the" emperor came 
up and renewed-the conversation and 
assured Ambassador McCormick that 
if I would rfcnain in St. Petersburg for 
a week he would arrange everything. 
It was agreed "that I should put my 
suggestions into the form of a memo- 
randum and send it to him. 


"The following Thursday I met Min- 


ister Plehve at a reception, and he said 
he was afraid they could not abolish 
the censorship, 'although, of course, 
the matter was in the hands of his 
majesty, who would do as he thought 
wise,.' M. Plehve wanted to know if 
I would not be content with the^ ap- 
pointment of a bureau of censorship to 
be located at the telegraph office and 
to be open day and night. I replied 
that that would certainly be a great 
improvement, but that I hoped for 
something better. 


"Then the war came on, and every- 


body was fully occupied. It was ar- 
ranged that I should go to Berlin to 
dine with Ambassador Tower, when 
the German emperor should be present. 
After dinner I had an hour's talk with 
Emperor William and told him of my 
efforts in Russia. He promptly volun- 
teered to help in any way possible and 
assured me repeatedly of the high re- 
gard in which the German government 
held the Associated Press. He kept 
his promise in a very substantial way. 


"When I returned to St Petersburg, 


Count Lamsdorff advised me that Em- 
peror Nicholas had approved the memo- 
randum I had sent him and that as 
•soon as-some petty details could be ad- 
justed the censorship would be abol- 
ished. I then wrote notes to Minister 
Lamsdorff and Plehve thanking them 
and took my leave. When I reached 
Vienna-I received a telegram notify- 
ing me that the censorship had been 
forever abolished. 


"Then I wrote a letter to the em- 


peror expressing 4 my thanks and the 
hope that his act would result in bet- 
ter relations between Russia and the 
United States. I received in Chicago 
a telegram from Baron Fredericks, the 
emperors aid-de-camp, conveying, the 
emperor's thanks for my good wishes 
and an expression of his hope that all 
of my desires would be fully met 


"The result has been most satisfac- 


tory. We have had a prompt, complete 
and truthful report of every phase of 
the war

It "Was the Cause of the Recent Ven- 


ezuelan Revolution. 


"The Matos revolution, enck-d in Ven- 


ezuela by President Castro's victory at 
Ciudad Bolivar, cost tbe lives of thou- 
sands of men, indirectly caused an in- 
ternational blockade of Venezuela aud 
nearly ruined the country," said an 
American who recently returned from 
Caracas. "And what do you think it 
was caused by? Simply a blanket 


"Mato.s was tbe greatest capitalist in 


tbe country, tiie merchant prince of 
Caracas, a pompous old gentleman, to 
whom everybody bowed and scraped. 
He helped to make Castro president 
but directly Castro was firmly seated 
in power Matos among other rich men 
•was faced with a demand for a heavy 
'assessment' to pay the victorious sol- 
diers. 


"He refused, and Castro promptly 


sent a file of soldiers to drag him to 
jail. Castro has a fondness for rough 
practical jokes, and he tol'l the ollicer 
in command to seize Matos in bed and 
bring him through tho streets at night 
clad only in a blanket This order was 
carried out. The merchant prince of- 
fered thousands of bolivars for a pair 
of pants and a. jacket, but in vain. 
The humiliation was terrible, for all 
the rabble of the town guyed him. 


"After he had languished iu jail for 


awhile Matos wrote to Castro, saying 
that be now saw his duty to'the nation 
in a clearer light and would be irlad to 
pay tbe assessment Castro replied 
cordially, but regretted that tbe neces- 
sities of the government had increased 
in tbe meanwhile, and he was now 
desolated by haviug to ask for double 
the amount 


"Matos paid and then promptly left 


the country and ortranized a revolution 
wito tbe aid of his great wealth. He 
has told his friends that he would have 
pardoned the 'holdup,* for capitalists 
are used to that sort of thins in conn- 
tries like Venezuela, but be could not 
forget tbe blanket"—Exchange.
